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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The prior art cited in the information disclosure statement filed on July 18, 2003 has been 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. § 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 18, 19, 24-30, 33, 34, 38 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Spence (US 5,333,069). 

Spence disclose a color image-formation device comprising: a color image-formation mechanism 
(140) capable of outputting colors onto media; a sensing mechanism (180) to measure the colors output 
by the color image-formation mechanism (140) and to measure colors output by another color image- 
formation device (160) employing different technology than the color image-formation mechanism (140); 
and, a matching mechanism (180) to calibrate the color image-formation mechanism (140) so that the 
colors output by the color image-formation mechanism (140) onto the media better match the colors 
output by the other color image-formation device (160), based on measurements of the colors by the 
sensing mechanism (180). Applicant's attention is directed to Spence in its entirety with particular 
attention directed to the abstract, lines 20-30 in column 1, lines 16-54 of column 10, lines 3-28 in column 
1 1, lines 7-31 in column 16, the paragraph bridging columns 24 and 25, lines 28-39 in column 25 and the 
paragraph bridging polumns 38-39. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
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rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly 
owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR § 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates 
of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the 
examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. § 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Claims 20-23, 31, 32, 35-37, and 40-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Spence (US 5,333,069). 

Spence discloses essentially every feature set forth in the claims except the specific printing 
technologies claimed. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to use any known combination of printing technologies for which calibration was desired in view of the 
teaching in lines 54-60 of column 38 of Spence. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

As to independent claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render obvious a method comprising the step of outputting a first color calibration target using a first 
color printing technology onto media having a second color calibration target already output thereon 
using a second color printing technology, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 
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As to independent claim 14, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 

or render obvious a computer-readable medium having a computer program stored thereon to perform a 

method comprising the step of outputting a process color calibration target using a process color printing 

technology onto media having a spot color calibration target already output thereon using a spot 

color printing technology, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
